In the aircraft industry more than any 
other requirements were very. exacting. 
A faulty nut might mean death, and 
thev could not afford to take chances. 
Certain spare parts were held in large 
stocks by the company; nevertheless it 
was necessary to investigate the possi- 
bility of using some home-prodyced 


ones. 
.Commenting on difficulty experienced 
in obtaining necessary supplies and 
workers in this country for instrument- 
making and repair work, he urged

WHAT IS REQUIRED IN 
IRELAND 


é6 ITHOUT sympathy, no co- 
W operation in society can 
ever be achieved; for it 1s 
the true cause of tojerance, of good 
manners, of consideration .for others, 
and it, and not pity, is the real enemy 
of poverty.” So said Mr. W. John 
White, President, last night in his 
inaugural address, entitled ‘‘ The 
Monkey and Me,”’ before the University 
Philosophical Society at Trinity 
College. 

Civilisation, said Mr. White, was the 
quality that distinguished man from 
the beasts; and the. permanent estab- 
lishment of a civilised society could be 
assured only by the civilising of the 
mass of that society. Sympathy, with 
which went understanding, was, in his 
view, an essential of civilised man, and 
the greater its extent the greater his 
degree of civilisation. The essentials 
of civilisation were reason, a sense of 
values and sympathy. 

One influence which worked against 
civilisation almost everywhere, but 
most of all in Ireland, was nationalism. 
Nationalism was a political creed that 
had outlived its usefulness. 

Proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. 
White for his address, Dr. Arthur 
Newell, late of Harvard and Bristol, 
spoke of the weaving of the various 
á that made up the pattern of 
American unity, and said that, the his- 
tory of the past fifteen months had 
been the history of the miracle of the 
movement of the American people’s 


mind.

[J UDSON bombers of the 

British Coastal Command 
made destructive attacks on 
shipping in Norwegian waters 
during Wednesday night and 
yesterday. ‘As far as it is 
possible to make an accurate 
estimate,’ says the Air Ministry 
News Service, the record of 
the squadron’s raid is as 
follows :—Four supply = ships 
sunk or left sinking; one ship 
left in flames; the super-struc- 
ture and upper deck of a sixth 
ship blown into the air, and an 
escort vessel of the corvette type 
severely damaged by bombs. 


An official communiqué added that 
a fish-oil factory and barracks were 
also attacked and anti-aircraft posts 
were silenced, while Beaufort aircraft 
hombed the docks at Bergen. From 
those attacks no British aircraft was 
missing. 

Earlier in the day it was announced 
that the Roval Air Force attacked 
Brest naval base, aerodromes in the 
Low Countries, and objectives in 
Norway during Wednesday night, 
when one aircraft was reported miss- 
ing. 

Offensive patrols were flown over 
North and North-Western France 
yesterday.. Shipping was attacked off 
Beulogne and Le Havre, and at 
Morlaix Aerodrome a hangar contain- 
ing aircraft was set on fire..

A series of “successful attacks’’ by 
! medium bombers on military objectiv~s 
at Siderna, Soverato and Locri, in 
Southern Italy, during Wednesday is 
announced in yesterday’s Royal Air 
Force Middle East communiqué. Direct 
hits were obtained on a factory at 
Locri and on buildings south of it. 
Another factory and a gas works were 
hit at Siderna, where a fire broke out 
which covered the area with a cloud of 
smoke visible many miles away. Large 
fires were also started at Soverato. 
Bombs also fell on military buildings, 
railway sidings and a pumping station, 


was carried out at Catanzaro Marino, 
where a factory and a train at a 
station were hit. Machine-gun posts 
were silenced by return machine-gun 
fire from British aircraft. Comiso 
aerodrome, in Sicily, again was raided 
by naval aircraft during the night of 
October 28-29. Hangars and aerodrome 
buildings were hit and fires broke out. 

Further bombing raids on Benghazi 
and Tripoli are announced, and it is 
added that in Abyssinia “enemy 
positions south of Ambazzo were effec- 
tively bombed’’ on Wednesday.

Again and again, under cover of night 
and using artificial smoke screens, Bed 
Army men have crossed the Neva, and, 
with hardly  believeable tenacity, 
supported by heavy and very heavy 
weapons have attempted to pierce the 
German fortification ring. According 
to a German front report, several 
smaller sorties preceded a large-scale 
St, renee by an hour’s artillery 
barrage from the Kronstadt guns. In 
twilight and mist the Russians 
approached in short barges, towed by 
motorboats, each barge holding sixty 
to seventy men.

Describing the Perekop Isthmus 
campaign as one of the toughest battles 
of the war, Sermans to-day claimed 
that their forces had smashed through 
five lines of casements, across the de 
fensive zone of the Steppes, using 
almost every weapon known to war- 
fare. The Germans said that they 
had employed dive bombers, flame 
throwers, grenade rifles, the bayonet, 
artillery, tanks and warships.—(The 
Associated Press.) 


SIEGE OF MOSCOW 


Swedish newspaper correspondents 
state that air raids on Moscow are very 
heavy, and are being carried out day 
and night by bombers and dive- 
bombers. In the south, these Berlin 
correspondents say, the German ad- 
vance into the Crimea continues, and 
Luftwaffe ’planes are said to be cease- 
lessly attacking Kerch. 

A Tass broadcast from Moscow 
states that the Russians, in a counter- 
attack south of Moscow, had regained 
footholds on the south bank of the 
River Nara, guarding the capital, and 
elsewhere had won strategic heights 
commanding the-route to Rostov. The 
Russians, it is said, crossed to the 
right bank of the Nara, and advanced 
nearly 600 yards, digging in under 
heavy German fire. 

Moscow radio reported to-night that 
Soviet aircraft operating on the Central 
front on Wednesday destroyed 44 
German tanks and 237 motor cars, and 
annihilated two companies of infantry. 
—(Associated Press.) 


GERMANS RETREAT 

LONDON, Thursday — When tlie 
Russians attacked in the Mozhaisk 
sector, says Moscow radio to-night, 
Red Army infantry and tank units 
pushed forward a distance of about five 
miles. They found the German Black 
Guards had abandoned five anti-tank 
guns, five trench mortars, three heavy 
machine-guns, an armoured car, one 
tank, several dozen motor lorries, 100 
rifles, a field radio transmitter, and 
much other war material. 

A surprise landing by Soviet troops 
near Leningrad is reported in a Berlin 
despatch to Rome, The troops, land- 
ing under cover of fog, succeeded in 
occupying important positions.

BEET-GROWERS’ 
PROBLEMS 


The members of the Council of the 
Irish Sugar Beet Growers’ Association, 
Ltd., at a meeting in Dublin last night 
instructed their secretary to request An 
Taoiseach and Dr. Ryan, Minister for 
Agriculture, to receive a deputation to 
discuss increased prices for this 
season 's beet and next season s grain 
crops. 

The Council discussed fuel and trans- 
port problems, and tractor owners were 
advised to make immediate application 
to the Department of Supplies for their 
kerosene requirements for the month 
of November for deliveries of beet and 
pulp and for other farm work. 

The report submitted to the meeting 
by their pulp department was con- 
sidered satisfactory. Beet growers and 
hytock “feeders” have airéady placed 
orders for 85 per ceut. of the pulp 
returned to the association for sale, 
amounting to over 16,000 tons. The 
estimated amount of the pulp available 
for consumption from this season’s 
manufacture Má be about 65,000 tons.

NOT GOOD 


G PEARING in a debate in 
the Dail last night on the 
turf position, on which the Turf 


Controller, Mr. Hugo Flinn, 
made a statement on Wednes- 
day night, Mr. D. Morrissey 
said that the Government had 
fallen down on the question of 
transport of turf. 


Mr. NORTON suggested the appoint- 
ment of a committee to help to plan 
the best methods of getting turf n 
greater quantities next year. 

Mr. DILLON said that the Turf 
Controller should co-ordinate traffic, o 
as to have a priority system by which 
turf could be given preference. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that the Turf 
Controller had formulated plans divid- 
ing the country into turf and non-turf 
areas. The result was that they had 
no fuel problem for three-fourths of the 
26 counties and two-thirds of the popn- 
lation. 

This year he had asked the people 
who had cut the three million tons of 
turf the previous year to cut double 
the amount. If that had been done by 
private persons their fuel problem 
would be solved. There was a strong 
feeling that if the State did not inter- 
fere the pref inducement would e 
sufficient, but to rely on that would ‘ve 
running a tremendous risk, and would 
be probably blamed if it had failed. 
As it was, he had told the private pro- 
ducers to save all they could, and it 
would be taken from them at a good 
price. He believed that had been done. 
and that all the turf they needed for 
Dublin was available if they had the 
transport to bring it there. , 


RAIL TRANSPORT | 


They must in the main gely on rail 
transport, Mr. de Valera said. He 
denied that the problem was due 
to lack of planning beforehand. 
oh: question of fuel for Dublin 
was the problem, and it would 
become a question of priority, but 
there was, of course, a natural desire 
to get rid of the cattle now.

The Russian Campaign 


One will search in vain through the 
annals of military history to find a 
parallel’ to the campaign that is being 
waged in Russia at present. It began 
in mid-June. More than four months 
have passed; and the Russian armies 
still are fighting. Nobody seems to 
know precisely what is happening on 
the Russian front. At the beginning 


| the Russian defences were placed under 


the charge of three generals—Voroshilov, 
Timoshenko and Budenny. All three had 
risen from the ranks; all three had gained 
the complete confidence of Monsieur Stalin ; 
all three have proved since the outbreak of 
war that they were worthy of the trust 
that had been placed in them. The ex- 
periences of the Russo-Finnish war gave 
the world a totally false idea of the 
fighting qualities of the Russian Army. 
If the Finns, with their meagre resources, 
were able to defy the Red armies for 
several months, what chance would the 
Soviets have against the highly-trained 
and seasoned troops of the German 
Wehrmacht, under leadership that already 
had proved its worth in Poland, in 
Norway, in the Low Countries, in France, 
and in the Balkans? The Russian Army 
displayed powers of resistance that hitherto 
had been entirely unexpected. For the 
first time since the outbreak of the war in 
September, 1939, the Germans’ mechanised 
forces got into grips with an army that 
was almost as highly mechanised as them- 
selves. No man can tell at the moment 
what the opposing losses have been in 
Russia during the last four months. All 
that is certain is that they have been 
appalling. The Germans undoubtedly have 
made impressive progress in the territorial 
sense, particularly in the southern sector 
of the vast front. Kiev and Odessa have 
fallen, but Leningrad continues to defy 
the German assaults; and, although the 
seat of the Soviet Government has been 
transferred to the banks of the Volga, 
Moscow remains in Russian hands. The 
beleaguered garrison of Leningrad, the 
city which was founded by Peter the Great, 
has been making a series of daring sorties, 
with the result. according to the Russian 
bulletins, that the Germans at certain 


points have been driven back across the 


Neva with heavy casualties. The Russians 
assert also that they have been making 
successful counter-attacks not only in the 
Ukraine, but also in the far South, where 
General von Runstedt has been advancing 
rapidly towards the Crimea. According 
to recent German reports, organised resist- 
ance virtually has ceased in the South; 
but, as Napoleon remarked nearly one 
hundred and thirty years ago, the worst 
about the Russians is that they will not 
lie down when, theoretically, they are 
dead. The whole situation in Russia is 
simply baffling. Territorially the Germans 
undoubtedly have been making remarkable 
gains; but they have been suffering terrible 
losses in the process, and, what is more 
important, there is no sign as yet of a 
collapse in Russian moral. The events of 
the next few weeks—even of the next few 
days—aro likely to be of enormous im- 
portance. The Russian winter, in common 
with time and tide, waits on no man, and 
by the ond of another fortnight the 
campaigning season, for all practical 
purposes. will be at an end on the northern 
portions of the front. Whether or not 
the Germans will be able to force a deci- 
sion during the short space of time at 
their disposal remains to be seen. It is 
manifest that they are straining every 
nerve to achieve such a decision, and it 
would be as foolish to underestimate their 
offensive strength as it would be to 
denigrate the military prowess of the 
Russians. 


The New Loan 


Mr. O’Kelly has annonuced the terms of 
the new National Loan in Dáil Eireann. 
They are undeniably attractive—perhaps, 
as the Opposition angued, over-attractive, 
in view of the rates generally prevailing 
to-day—but that fact is all the better 
calculated to make the issue a success. 
We hope, and are confident, that the 
investing public will rally round. There 
can be no doubt concerning the country’s 
need of money. ‘/7herever the destinies of 
Europe may lead us during the months 
to come, it is certain that expenditure 
upon the defence services must increase 
rapidly. The defence estimates already 
are many times greater than they were 
even a few years ago. At the best, their 
present high figure must be maintained— 
if not, indeed, exceeded; for, as Mr. de 
Valera observed at Wexford ten days ago, 
neither the Army nor any branch of the 
auxiliary services is yet up to its full 
strength, and more men, involving more 
expenditure, will be required. In 
addition, the Government, as represented 
by several of its spokesmen, entertains a 
fear that at some unspecified date— 
possibly a matter of only weeks ahead—the 
figures of unemployment will take a 
sudden jump; and the Taoiseach himself 
has not concealed his anxiety that “ we 
are faced... . with a condition in which 
many thousands will be facing hard- 
ships such as they have never experienced 
before.” The bill for unemployment 
assistance and relief works will be 
exceedingly heavy this winter, unless all 
the prophets are wrong. Nobody «n 
suppose for an instant that all these 
items of expenditure could be met out of 
taxation. It may be possible to squeeze 
a little more from the tax-payer, but it 
will be very little; and there seems to be 
no alternative except o raise as large 


a loan as can be obtained. In the cir-. 


cumstances, we trust that every reader of 
this newspaper will support the new issue 
to the best of his available resources, He 
will reap the benefit of an exceedingly 
attractive investment—far more attractive 
than most which are available outside 
thie twenty-six counties—and he will be 
fulfilling, at the same time, a patriotic 
duty. If a further argument is needed,

A correspondent, interested by my para- 
graph on the question of whether a private 
in the Fios British Army salutes an 
officer of the A.1.5. or if a member of the 
A.T.S. salutes an officer of the regular 
Army, asks another question.

A Successful Owner 


I think Mr. “ Freddie” Myerscough, 
who heads the list of winning owners this 
season, must be the most successful owner 
of our time.

Prince Meteor 
was another horse that triumphed in the 
Myerscough colours. Bought as a yearling, 
this particular prince was unbeaten as a 
two-year-old, and was sold for a huge four- 
figure sum. 

But all that is past history, and, after 
all, in this crowning year of his career 
it is worth remembering that Mr. 
Myerscough. now owns Milady Rose,

In fact, 1 can say with truth that the 
only seller of newspapers I have heard 
and understood was a Frenchman sellin 
English papers in Paris. He prononne 
his words with the precision of a pro- 
fessional elocutionist. 


‘Pavement Artists 


Pavement artists are on the increase in 
Dublin, and some of them take a pride 
in their work. Others, it would seem, 
used to take a pride in it, but are now 
‘‘ retired ” and living on the “ royalties’ 
of work executed many years ago.

CITY TRANSPORT 
PROBLEMS 


PUBLICITY CLUB ADDRESS 


The Publicity Club of Ireland was never 
in a more flourishing condition. A branch 
had been formed in Cork and another was 
being started in Limerick. This was stated 
by Mr. W. E. Wylie, K.C., President, at 
yesterday’s inaugural luncheon meeting of 
the Publicity Club’s new session in Jury’s 
Hotel. The speaker was Mr. Leslie A. Luke, 
Public Relations Officer of the Dublin United 
‘Transport. Company, whose theme was “ How 
we are tackling our. emergency problems. . 

“The impetus of the emergency seems to 
have increased the efficiency of the human 
factors in Dublin transport,” said Mr. Luke. 
The Dublin United Transport Company had 
at the moment to contend with a shortage 
of everything except passengers. The 
management had found itself with three 
million more passengers per month, but 
without the additional means to carry them. 
Their programme of building double-decker 
‘buses bad tc be suspended, as it was 1m- 
possible to import the chassis. The company’s 
engineers had, however, used the: material 
intended for the bodies of these new double- 
deckers to provide new-style bodies of greater 
seating capacity for single-deckers. The 
company was manufacturing many small parts 
for ‘bus chassis which before the war they 
had to import.’’ Asking for the co-operation 
of the public, Mr. Luke said:—‘‘ The: pinch 
of the emergency is not yet really severe, 
and I can assure you that, with the possible 
exception of fuel oil, we are not likely to be 
seriously short of any essential material for 
quite a time.” 

A vote of thanks to Mr. Luke was pro- 
posed by Mr. J. O’Dowd, Acting Traffic 
Manager, Great Southern Railways, and 
seconded by Mr. P. A. Foley, District Super- 
intendent, Great Northern Railway. fr. 
Foley said that, in addition to the difficulties 
mentioned by Mr. Luke, the railways had 
the additional problem of transporting fuel, 
cattle and other vital materials, such as 
cement. Incidentally, he would like to pay 
a tribute to the directors of Irish Cement, 
Ltd. . 

Mr. Sean O’Connell, Public Relations 
Officer, Aer Lingus Teoranta, supported the 
vote of thanks. 

The Ghairman of the Club, Mr. C. E. 
McConnell, F.I.P.A., confirmed the good 
reports given by Mr. Wylie of its flourishing 
condition, and said that a branch was also 
being established in Waterford.

LEAVING CERTIFICATE 
RESULTS 
GIRLS BEAT BOYS IN IRISH 


The pass lists of the 1941 Leaving 
Certificate examinations, published by 
the Department of Education, show 
that aie have beaten boys in Irish. 
Nine girls were successful, obtaiming 
full marks (600) in Irish in their 
honours passes, Only four boys reached 
the top marking, one of whom was an 
over-age candidate. 

Of a total of 3,135 boys and girls 
examined, 2,672 were successful. Sitting 
for the examinations were 1, boys 
and 1,329 girls. The number of honours 
asses were: Boys, 1,151; girls, 938. 
Without honours, 394 boys passed and 
189 girls. The proportion per cent. of 
passes among those examined was 85.1. 

One boy had full marks (600 ont of 
600) in Irish, 337 out of 400 in English, 
395 out of 400 in Greek, and ii in 
Latin (full marks for Latin being 400).

ubliri market since 2ist October, 
taking into account the cost of transit 
of their cattle to that market or to 
port of shipment. 

Fat cattle cannot be shipped on 
through bookings to Great Britain via 
Northern Ireland. Such stock may, 
however, be sent for sale to callecting 
centres in Northern Ireland, but only 
after twelve days’ notice of intention to 
do so has been given to the Ministry of 
Agriculture, Northern Ireland, and an 
intimation of acceptance has been 
received. 

Store cattle can be exported on 
through bookings to Great Britain via 
Northern Ireland, but shippers should 
ascertain whether shipping space is 
available before forwarding their cattle

Addressing the Synod, the Bishop 
welcomed the clergy and laity of the 
United Dioceses, remarking that he 
well knew the deep interest taken by 
them in the welfare of their Church. 
The report of the Diocesan Board of 
Education, he said, satisfied him that 
the child. 1 were well and carefully 
taught. Ti. Board had done all in its 
power to provide the funds necessary 
to maintain the transport schemes, but 
they were unable to meet the increas- 
ing expenditure under this head, and 
the debt had now increased to £407, as 
compared with £231 last year. 

Continuing. Dr. Hearn said that 
there had lately been criticism of the 
work of the Church in the daily Press. 
This was not to be wondered at in these 
days, when every human organisation 
was being critically examin Why 
not the Church? It would be a én. 
day if the Church was simply passed 
over and treated as if it did not exist. 
The Church’s mission was a spiritual 
one. Never was it more n that 
her eyes should be closely fixed on the 
purpose for which she exists—to pro- 
mote the glory of God and to bring 
the souls of men into touch with God.
